Changing 
Flower 
Colors— Recent 
Earthquake Study—A Lake of lllood 
—Crop 
torecasting — Passing of 
Languages—A Padded Stomach—The 
F luid Lens—Aerial D istribution of 
Power—Autom obile A griculture. 
The colors of vegetation are in ­ 
tensified by strong sunlight and a 
certain degree of coolness, as we see 
in the redness of noitbern apples and 
the deep tints of A lpine plants, and 
other conditions—such as the com- 
positon of the soil—have an influence. 
A recent attem pt to color flowers 
artificially by chemicals added to the 
soil has been 
recorded 
by Henry 
Kraemner. 
Aluminum sulphate and 
potassium sulphate deepened the color 
of yellow roses, and tended to streak 
the petals of the white carnation with 
red, and ammonium sulphate, alum i­ 
num sulphate, iron citrate and citric 
acid brought out white streaks on 
scarlet carnations. 
The effects were 
too slight, however, to promise com- 
m erical importance. 
The great earthquake catalogue of 
Comte de Montessus de Ballore now 
records 171,434 distinct shocks. The 
list confirms tne already formed con­ 
clusions that earthquakes and volca­ 
noes are independent, and that the 
form er are most abundant in recent 
elevations, where the slopes are steep­ 
est and longest. 
N ine-tenths of the 
shocks have originated in one or two 
per 
cent 
ot 
the earth ’s surface. 
Almost all 
have been 
distributed 
along certain lines, of which the most 
im portant are the great girdle of the 
Pacific, the line running from the 
Sunda Islands through Arracan, the 
Himalayas, Caucasus, and Alps to the 
western M editerranean, and another 
running from the Caucasus through 
C entral Asia to Lake Baikal. 
Superstitious people formerly re­ 
garded with awe the turning red at 
long intervals 
of Lake 
Moret 
in 
Sw itzerland. 
Botanists 
have 
new 
shown that the phenomenon is due to 
a plant which propagates every tenth 
year, and which, though very m inute 
grows so rapidly that the whole lake 
Is soon turned crimson. 
Strong evidence of a periodicity in 
the cereal crops of Eastern 
England, 
has been found by Dr. W. N. Sbaw, 
director of the Royal M eteorological 
office, in the statistics for 1SS5 to 
1905. 
A good year follows a bad one 
in very regular alternation, and a 
maximum average seems to be reach­ 
ed once in eleven years, with a m ini­ 
mum 
average 
at an 
interm ediate 
period. 
In 1894, 1896 and 1898, for 
instance, the yield 
was abuudaut, 
while in 1893, 1895 and 1897 it was 
deficient. 
A year of greatest average 
was in 1885 and 1896—eleven years 
later—was another; and in 1886 and 
1897 low points were reached. 
Dr. 
Sbaw has noticed that there is an 
inim ate relation between tbe rainfall 
of Ibe autum n months and the wheat 
harvest of tbe following year. 
From 
such considerations he computed that 
the eastern counties ol England would 
produce 31.9 bushels ot wheat per 
acre in 1905, and the returns at the 
end ot the season showed an actual 
yield ot 32 bushels per acre. 
Two languages have died out in 
modern Europe,r accorrding to Rev. 
W. S. Lach-Szyrma. 
In a 
recent 
paper to British archaeologists, he 
doubted whether anybody could fix 
the tim e of place when Prussian dis­ 
appeared/ tor tbe deatb of a language 
may be a lingering and obscure one, 
but Cornish seems to have passed 
away in its English [home in quite 
recent 
times. 
The 
last 
Cornish 
drama bears date ' of 1611. 
A con­ 
siderable Cornish literature is pre­ 
served in 
m anuscript 
aDd printed 
works, and tbe language has left its 
impression in tbe names of places 
and families. A few words, including 
the num erals, are ■ still used by the 
miners. 
A rem arkable hair ball from tbe 
stom ach of a young girl has been

Bramann of Halle. 
She had a habit 
of swallowiDg ends bitten from her 
long hair, forming in a bulky aecumu 
latioD, though lelt only as a slight 
pressure and when tbe mass was re 
moved by an operation it was found 
to have shaped itself to tbe cavity, 
like a cast in a mold. 
Iron tonics 
had changed the light color to black. 
The glass lens has been brought to 
a diam eter of nbout five feet for as 
tronom ical 
purposes, 
but when of 
such sizo the cost is tens of thousands 
of dollars and several years of time. 
The Hungarian chemist who has at 
last made a successful 
fluid lens 
claim s that it equals the glass pro­ 
duct in performance. 
It consists of 
two curved plates of thin and un 
usually hard glass, between which is 
herm etically 
sealed the fluid sub 
stance, and the retractive power and 
other properties are so adjusted that 
the usual defects of lenses are over 
come. 
Time and tem perature do not 
affect the fluid, while the contraction 
and expansion are practically 
the 
same as those of the enclosing glass. 
A ten-inch lens that has hitherto 
cost about S2,00l) can be made by tbe 
new process for $40 or less. 
Tbe sav­ 
ing is even greater with larger sizes, 
and it is believed that, instead of 
having reached the highest possible 
lim its, lenses can now be made three 
tim es as large as any yet produced. 
In “ Telekino,” his new wireless 
method of transm itting power, Senor 
Torres Quevado uses a Branlv coherer, 
which, when struck by the electric 


wave, causes and electrom agnet 
to 
oscillate, and the vibrations affect 
an escapement which advances one 
tooth at each vibration. 
He has not 
only steered a crewless boat from 
shore, but has increased aud slacken­ 
ed the speed at will. 
Tne trials are 
claim ed to have been perfectly suc­ 
cessful, and it 
is urged that the 
principle should be valuable in life 
saving apparatus as well as for direct­ 
ing torpedoes. 
The motor cultivator of Prof. T. 
Hudson "Beare, a Scottish m echani­ 
cian, is designed to do all the work 
of preparing the ground for seed at 
one operation. 
It can be driven at 
three tim es the speed of the ordinary 
plow, and each trip covers three tim es 
the breadth of the usual furrow aud 
well pulverizes the ground. 
By a 
sim ple attachm ent the sowing also 
can be done at tbe same time.

Verdict ot Murder in First Degree. 


The Stockton Record says ot tbe 
closing argum ent for the defense by 
Attorney Fairall. 
The bombshell of the LoDoux case 
was tired off shortly after 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. 
It was nrobably tbe 
greatest surprtse ever witnessed in 
any trial in this county and unless 
there has been some m istake in read­ 
ing the testim ony, the prosecution is 
hopelessly “ barreled.” 
Attorney Fairall exploded tbe bomb 
just before he closed his argument. 
He read Irom the report of the testi­ 
mony of the prosecution’s witnesses 
that the defendant was last seen F ri­ 
day evening at 6:30 o’clock with the 
deceased in 
F attersou’s pharmacy, 
and that tbe deceased was last seen 
alive that evening at 7 :30 o’clock in 
the Old Kirk saloon, that the defend­ 
ant was not seen 
again until the 
following 
m orning 
at 10 or 10:30 
o’clock in Rosenbaum ’s when she was 
buying the trunk. 
That she went 
from there to the H. (J. Stmv Com­ 
pany’s and bought the rope, that she 
went from there to B reuner’s, where 
she remained u ntil 11:30 o’clock, that 
she went from there to expressman 
Berry at 11:45; that she was again 
talking to Berry at 12:15 o’clock, aud 
in the meantime he had got the suit 
case and delivered it, and the trunk 
in the hallway at the door of room 97 
in 
the 
C alifornia 
house. 
A few 
minutes after 12:15 o'clock Mrs Le 
Doux 
is in Eckstrom 
& Sm ith’s, 
where she rem ains tor an hour. 
At 
12:15 o’clock she is at the Wonder 
and she remains there about an hour. 
At 2 o’clock expressman Berry takes 
the trunk from room 97 to the South­ 
ern Pacific depot, where he meets the 
defendant again. 
Between 11 o ’clock and noon that 
same day janitor Dohrmanu of ti e 
California house goes into room 97 
and cleans it. 
Ho sees 110 trunk and 
no person or body. 
He finds the 
room deserted. The prosecution’s ex­ 
pert witnesses testifies that McVicar 
died a lingering death, consuming 
several hours. 
Then, where was McVicar and where 
was the trunk when Dohrmann was 
in the room?. 
Mrs Le Doux was out 
of the room and the hot.ol for an 
hour before the trunk was delivered 
that morning until the expressman 
took it with M cVicar’s body in it 
from the room at 2 o’clock that after­ 
noon. 
When did she give hint the- 
morphine aud where? 
When was he 
put into the trunk and where? 
With 
those 
questions 
attorney 
Fairall fiuisbed his address to the 
jury. 
Then he turned to distric* 
attorney N orton and defied him to 
explain the mystery to the jurv, and 
then he sat down. 
Saturday m orning district attorney 
Norton, like a clever baseball player, 
sacrificed one of bis witnesses to gain 
a point. 
Theodore Dohrmann, the 
janitor of the California house was 
the ruau whose 
evidence was d is­ 
credited. 
D istrict attorney Norton 
said he was honestly mistaken as to 
the tim e he was in the room, and that 
instead of being in there between 11 
and 12 o’clock, when he saw neither 
accused nor deceased, ho did go in 
closer to 3, at which tim e the bed 
was made. 
According to the pro 
secutor there were at least two wit­ 
nesses who testified that the bed was 
unmade up to 3 o’clock. 
He read aud reviewed the testimony 
of Hermann Englehnrdt, who was in 
the room about 12 o’clock aud found 
the tiU D K there at that time. 
The 
testim ony 
of Dohrmann 
was con­ 
demned 
by 
tbe district 
attorney 
throughout as m istaken in his evi­ 
dence. 
The proposition presented by tbe 
defense that McVicar died through 
the adm inistration of a quick poison, 
and was dead when put in the trunk 
was taken up fully aud ably by the 
speaker. /H o attem pted to show by 
the trunk itself that the pools of 
blood had formed while it was not 
in a position as to allow tho blood to 
flow from a ruptured vessel by gravi­ 
tation. 
The evidence aud experim ents 
of the experts were here called upon 
in the effort to show tho tru th ot the 
assertions. 
Many of the propositions 
presented by tho defense were taken 
up in like manner and unerringly 
argued by tbe attorney. 
D uring bis argum ent district atto r­ 
ney Norton as 
is usual with any 
speaker, many tim es partook of water 
to lessen any irritation of the throat. 
On the table near him were setting 
three glasses ouecoutauiug a solution 
of carbolic acid and water, another 
carbolic acid and whiskey and the 
third clear water. 
Whilo still speak 
ing be reached for the glass of water 
but instead found the glass containing 
carbolic acid aud water. The mistake 
was noticed in tim e to prevent either 
a tragedy or serious illness. 
While discussing the “ dull th u d ” 
heard by Mrs Van Landiugham near 
noon ot Saturday, March 24th, dis­ 
trict attorney 
Norton 
opened the 
stained trunk and holding tho su it­ 
case some distance above it, 
let it 
drop that the jury might have some 
conception of what Mrs Van Laudiug- 
ham meant when she referred to the 
“ dull th u d ” which tho prosecution 
claims was the body of McVicar fall­ 
ing iuto the truDk under tbe guid­ 
ance of tbe bands cf Mrs Le Doux. 
Tbo subtle cunning of Mrs Ee Doux 
was often referred 
to during 
the 
argument. 
It was claimed that she 
was a worldly woman—smooth, cool 
and calculating. 
The jury, composed of August U. 
Ritter, 
W. 
C. 
Schuler, 
Thomas 
Hughes, L. C. Hunting, Thomas R. 
all(l Robbins, John B. Sprengler, Andrew 
J. Luud, J. A. Drace, O. U. Dustin, 


Challes M. Carlson, B. F. Pope and 
W. H. Locke, was placed in tho cus­ 
tody of tbo deputy sheriffs at 2:29 
yesterday afternoon, at which tim e 
judgo N utter had concluded his brief 
recital oE law, and instructed tbe iury 
the case was tbeu in its hands for 
determ ination. 
Three hours rolled 
by and still tbe room remained filled. 
At about 5:45 judge N utter announced 
that a recess would be taken until 7 
o’clock and that until then no verdict 
would be received. 
Shortly after 7 o’clock tho court­ 
room was again opened aud in a few 
moments speedily filled with anixous 
spectators 
determ ined to hear the 
final 
outcome, 
if there 
was one. 
Many believed that there would be a 
disagreement by reason of tbe fact 
that tbe jurors had remained silent 
so long. 
Few, hardly a person, could 
bo found who v/ouid countenance the 
aigum ent of a possible verdict of a 
tenor as to allow hanging. 
A bout 9 :15 o’clock, as tho defend­ 
ant, pale faced aud haggard, sat be- 
sido her attorneys, 
who had made 
such a brillaut and clever fight lor 
her liie, a sudden 
aud boisterous 
noise, as if of applause, broke from 
the direction ot tbe jury room. 
No 
person in tho court surmised that 
some of the jurors held out for lifo 
imprisonm ent during the entire six 
hours of deliberation and finally had 
switched to the death penalty and 
were being applauded for their act by 
fellow jurors. 
The applause was so 
uncontrolled and of such duration 
that it was board by ail, even the 
busy populace passing on the streets 
below. 
It was soon learned that a verdict 
had been reached. 
The jury tiled 
solemnly iuto tho courtroom and ad­ 
justed itself in tho box. 
The spec­ 
tators leaned forward as it in tbe 
effort to read from the taces of the 
jurors tho verdict. 
The least con­ 
cerned, in fact the calmest person in 
the room, wa3 the convicted m urder­ 
ess, Mrs Emma Le Doux. 
She was 
“ cool—a most rem arkable person.” 
D istrict A ttorney Norton, with bis 
assistant, George F. MoNoble, being 
present, and the court ready to trans­ 
act business, judge N utter asked the 
jury if it had arrived upon a verdict. 
W. II. Locke, as foreman, answered 
that it had, and passed tho verdict to 
clerk Comstock. 
It was examined by 
judge N utter before reading and then 
delivered again to tbe clerk. 
Silence was profound—tho smallest 
fraction of a second seemed like an 
hour. With drooped eyes, yet anxious 
expression, Mrs Le Doux remaiued 
unmoved. 
Clerk Comstock, standing 
before bis desk, faced the jury, and 
in a slow 
voice read the terrible 
vpv iiot to the jurors. 
“ We, the jury 
in the above entitled cause, find the 
defendant, 
Mrs 
Emma 
Le Doux, 
guilty of m urder in the first degroo. ” 
Mrs Le Doux held up bravely under 
the strain 
and the only action or 
sound to mar the calmness was a 
spasmodic “ Ugh,” followed by tbe 
black gloved hand placing tho white 
handkerchief to 
the 
face as 
she 
straightened 
her 
head 
and threw 
back lior shoulders as if in challenge 
tu the verdict and its makers. 
Mrs Charles Crocker, who has been 
Mrs Le D oux’s companion while in 
corut during the trial, leaned over 
and placing her arm around th.e dark 
clothed 
little woman, 
kissed her 
many times, telling ber to be brave, 
that the fight for her life had just 
begun. 
The attorneys in the case, 
particulaily attorneys 
Fairall 
and 
Crockei, never changed a muscle of 
the taco nor showed by the slightest 
quiver of the eye any feeling of dis­ 
appointm ent they might have had in 
the verdict. 
As they fought for the 
life ot the woman against every aud 
overwhelming odds, gentlem anly aud 
calmly, so they received the verdict. 
“ Is this your verdict, gentlem en?” 
answer. 
Judge N utter then directed 
the clerk to record the same in the 
presence of the jury. 
After com par­ 
ing the original with tho record it 
was again read to tbe jury as it stood 
upon the record. 
Mrs Le Doux was 
herself again. 
She raised her veil 
and smiled as attorney Crocker ap­ 
proached her. 
A ttorney Fairall came 
later and tho convicted woman ex­ 
tended her hand to him as she thauk- 
ed him, aud as he encouraged her 
aud told her that the battle for life 
had just commenced. 
The convicted woman still remained 
in her seat, her breast heaving notice­ 
ably, while her attorneys remained 
about her. 
Two newspaper men ap­ 
proached her aud asked if she did not 
desire, to make some statem ent regard­ 
ing the outcorrio ot the case. 
With a 
placid stuiie, still calm, sitting in 
her chair as if mistress of all she 
surveyed, she dropped her eyes in 
meditation for an instant aud then 
brightening showing a row of rather 
strong white teeth, answered with a 
sigh: 
“ 1—I think I ’d ratner not. 
1 have nothing to say.” 
The in ­ 
ter: ogators withdrew in silence, not 
pressing their issue for an interview. 
After the tim e for passing sentence 
was fixed for Monday, July 9th at 10 
o’clock, Mrs Le Doux, a .convicted 
murderess, arose from her chair u n ­ 
assisted and 
in charge 
of deputy 
sheriff Mark Sm ith, left the room in 
which the record of her past career 
was reproduced 
before her, and a 
mighty throng with its terrible sur­ 
roundings, culm uiatiug in the verdict 
which means that her life m ust atone 
tor tho m urder of A. N. McVicar. She 
walked from tho room unfalteringly, 
apparently less concerned than at any 
time before. 
Attorneys Fairall and Crocker, who 
have contested every step of the great 
and far-famed trial, announced last 
night, that before the day for passing 
sentence thoy would move the court 
for a new trial, alleging many grounds 


of m erit. 
Be their motion denied 
they will appeal from it, reinforcing 
themselves with thé bill of exceptions 
as it appears of record. 
Attorney 
Fail all claim s he has a good chance 
to obtaiu a reversal of the verdict 
before the supreme court aud will 
light every step until there is nothiDg 
more to fight for. 
He claims that the verdict of the 
juiy, 
im pliedly dem anding the life 
of the frail woman, is one of the 
strongest points in his favor. 
Hang­ 
ing is the penalty only in most griev­ 
ous cases and where the doubt is 
abolished beyond all uncertainty. 
It 
cannot be recalled that a woman was 
ever hanged in the state of California. 
It is asked, will Emma Le Doux be 
the first?

Thought it was an Earthquake. 


What was at first thou ght to be a 
very 
d istin ct 
shock 
ot 
earthquake 
was felt in Jackson on Tuesday last 
about 
1 o ’clock 
p. m. 
The quake 
was 
such 
that 
those 
in 
upstairs 
rooms o r'o ffices 
ran out in many 
instances, 
alarmed 
at the unusual 
tremor. 
It was accom panied 
by 
heavy 
rum bling 
noise. 
Windows 
rattled violen tly. 
The vibration ap­ 
peared to be more in tbe air than in 
the ground. 
In no instance, that we 
have beard of was any m otion of the 
earth itself noticed. 
Indeed, persons 
on the street and 
on 
ground 
floors 
of buildings did 
not feel it in 
tbe 
least 
degree. 
N o 
m ovem ent 
was 
noticeable in the upper floors ot two 
storey buildings, or in brick walls ot 
such buildings. 
A t the same time, 
the rattle of windows aud rum bling 
sound were more v iolen t than 
was 
experienced in Jackson on the m o rn ­ 
ing of the big earthquake on April 18, 
that did 
so m uch damage in San 
Francisco and other cities. 
It was of 
brief 
duration, 
lasting 
not more 
than a second or so. 
The 
m ove­ 
ment, 
ju d gin g 
from the 
rattling 
and rum bling, 
seemed to be from 
south to north,. 
A slig h t rain 
was 
f i l i n g at the time. 
N o damage 
was 
done. 
It was the sharpest tremor of 
old mother earth, 
or ot her atm os­ 
pheric envelope, that Jackson has felt 
for a generation at least. 
This earthquake explanation passed 
muster until several board after, when 
a telephone 
message came through 
that a freight train 
on the Sierra 
railway had run off the track, aud a 
car con tain in g one and a half tons of 
dyn am ite 
overturned, 
causing the 
giant powder to explode. 
Two men 
em ployed on the train 
were killed 
outright. 
P ortion s of the train were 
blown m iles away 
from 
the scene. 
The p o in t of 
the disaster was tour 
m iles beyond A n g els—37 m iles from 
Jackson. 
And here the atm ospheric 
concussion was so great that it seemed 
as if a m ighty force had been hurled 
against exposed south side of b u ild ­ 
ings. 
People ran into 
the streets, 
excited and frightened. 
In 
Angels 
only four m iles trom the explosion, 
the shake was not felt to any c o n ­ 
siderable extent. 
That town lies in a 
depression, 
and hence the force of 
the explosion went over that city. 
In 
Stockton the effects of the explosion 
were very noticeable, 
although 70 
m iles away, and there it was a ttri­ 
buted at first, 
as in Jackson, 
to an 
earthquake shuck.

Forem an L ock e stated that on the 
first ballot ail had voted for gu ilty of 
murder iu the first degree.

On M onday last Mrs Le Doux, who 
was convicted ot the murder of A. N. 
M cVicar, 
startled |th e jailer, 
who 
transferred her to a now cell in the 
eonuty jail, by banding to ber attor­ 
ney, U. H. Fairali, six one-quarter- 
grain tablets of morphine. 
The drug 
had been in her possession lor some 
tim o and she refused to surrender it 
to any one but her attorney when the 
coll 
she has been 
occu pying 
was 
searched. 
A t tb« suggestion of her attorney 
she offered to turn over the drug- to 
the jailer, 
but he refused to accept 
it, aud advised the attorney to take 
it to the s h e r iffs office. 
This course 
was follow ed. 
One of the tablets, 
howevor, fell to the floor and was 
broken. 
Mrs L e D ou x 
has 
been removed 
trom a cell on the west side 
of the 
jail, where she could see people pass­ 
ing, to a dark interior cell, where it 
w ill be im possible for ber to co m ­ 
m unicate with 
any 
one except her 
attorneys. 
The officers say that they 
will not take any 
chances of her 
securing more m orphine. 
To-day she asked tbat a priest be 
s e n t t o her, and a ll kinds of stories 
of a confession were circu lated; 
but 
the priest was not adm itted to the 
jail. 
Mrs Head, the mother ot the 
convicted 
woman, 
was also refused 
adm ittance, and left the city for her 
home w ithou t being able to bid her 
daughter goocl-by.

A TERRIBLE FALL 


A Miner falls Over Half a Mile in 


the 
Kennedy 
Shaft-Literally 
Ground to Pieces. 


Annie E. Allen has brought an 
action against John Andruss and 
others to quiet title to section 20, in 
township 5 north, range 7 east, of the 
Mount Diablo base and meridian.— 
Sacramento Union. 
The small boy will do well to re 
member that there must be no firing 
of firecrackers or bombs on the fourth 
of July in the city limits. That is 
one nuisance the incorporation of 
Jackson has suppressed. 
The weather has been unusually 
cold the past week for this season 
of the year. Tuesday 20 hundredths 
ot an inch of rain fell bringing the 
total for the season 
up to 35.19 
iuches, against 32.31 for last season. 
The summer season is unusually 
backward in the mountains. 
The 
snow is still abundant, and cattle 
men believe it will take till the 
middle of next month before they 
can take their stock to the ranges in 
the high altitudes. 
The Main street sewer has been laid 
nearly up to Marelia’s store. It will 
be a decided improvement for tbe 
east side of tbe business street, not 
merely from a sanitary point of view, 
but from business considerations. 
Nearly the whole distance it is laid 
deep enough to drain the cellars, 
which in itself is a great benefit. It 
will take a week or two longer to 
complete the work. 
The Rev. William Tuson, while con­ 
ducting service in 
the Episcopal 
church in Sutter Creek last Suuday 
morning, was overcome by a fainting 
pell. There was quite au excitement 
for a short space of time, but tbe rev. 
gentleman recovered before a physi­ 
cian could be summoned. 
Miss Annie Love leit for New 
Hope, San Joaquin county, to spend 
a couple of weeks with relatives. 
Word has been received from Wash 
ington that the mail contract for 
carrying the mails between Jackson 
and Plymouth, which was awarded to 
R. Sutton, has been cancelled. This 
is the route that has heretofore been 
in the hands of Steiner for several 
years. As a mail route it is to be 
discontinued, as other changes made 
in mail lines render this particular 
one no longer necessary. The railroad 
service will include belweeu Jacksou 
and Amador City, aud the stage line 
from Carboudale to Plymouth will 
answer for the north end of the coun­ 
ty. The gap for the accommodation 
of Drytown, between Drytown and the 
Central house, will probably be 
bridged by a separate contract. The 
new schedule will take effect next 
month. Steiner will continue to run 
his stage line as of yore. We presume, 
however, that the opposition line of 
Sutton will not materialize now that 
the mail contract has been canceled. 


Tbe Kennedy mine, at the east 
shaft, which is 3000 feet deep, was the 
scene of a shocking accident last 
Friday night. 
it was about 11 
o’clock, the mon were comiug off* 
the afternoou shift. 
At the time of 
the accident, seven men were ascend­ 
ing the shaft, all standing on a 
plank, 2 x 12 inches, placed on top oí 
the skip.. This was the customary 
way of traveling. 
Often nine men 
will ride on the skip in this way. 
The ascent is made 
very swiftly, 
taking only about two minutes to 
reach the surface from the bottom. 
Owiug to the swift motion it is im­ 
possible for the men to carry a light 
in makiug the ascent. 
They have to 
travel in darkness both iu their up­ 
ward and downward flight. 
Chiesa, a young Italian, had been 
working that shift in the sinking 
operation below the 2850 level. His 
partner was Frank Beneditto, for 
whom he was tending chuck. 
Both 
were coming out at the same time. 
It is imperative in coming up to 
keep au erect position, as a move­ 
ment of the head a few inches either 
way IS' apt to cause a collision with 
the timbers of tbe shaft. When about 
150 feet from tbe surface those ou 
tbe skip felt a sudden jerk and the 
plank upon which they wero standing 
broke, letting them down upon tbe 
water kegs iu the skip. 
They real­ 
ized at once that something was 
amiss. Chas Kohler, one of the seven, 
cried out “ Stay with it boys.” 
Ou 
reaching the surface, the inquiry was 
made. 
“Are you ail bote.” There­ 
upon Frank Beneditto noticed that 
his partner, Chiesa, was missing. 
Three men consisting of Johu Mit­ 
chell, the foreman, Frank Beneditto 
and John Ferri descended the shafl 
on tbe sad mission of bunting foi the 
missing man, realizing that be had iu 
some way been pulled from the skip, 
and had gone down the awful abyss of 
the deepest shaft iu the state. 
Not 
only this, but they also knew, that 
to get below tbe skip he must have 
passed through the narrow space of 
eight inches between the skip and the 
shaft, aud that of itself meant a 
crushing ot body beyond recognition. 
Only fragmentary pieces of ' the 
mangled body were recovered, scatter­ 
ed from where the accident occurred 
to the bottom of the shaft. 
It was 
the most shocking sight ot mangled 
humanity that has been witnessed in 
Amador county. 
llow the accident happened is a 
matter 
of 
conjecture, 
although 
there is not much rcom for a 
diversity of opinion on this point. 
Chiesa, it is supposed, attempted to 
look up the shaft, or shifted his 
position so that either his uead oi 
shoulder came iu contact with the 
centre brace. 
The swift moving skip 
crushed hi3 body against tbe shaft 
aud let it drop into the halt mile of 
shaft below. 
Those on the skip 
heard not a moan or sound of any 
kind from the victim when he went 
to is death. He must have been kill­ 
ed instantly. He was 28 years of age, 
a native of Italy, aud had been em­ 
ployed at the Kennedy for fourteen 
months. 
Coroner Huberty held an inquest 
upon tbe remains the following day. 
The jurors, wore W. 'J'am, C. Siri. 
W. Ü. Green, H. L. Moore, C. M. 
Kelly, Max Ladar, Thomas Bolitho, 
V. Talenti, A. L. Meek aud Theo. 
Schwartz. 
After hearing the testi­ 
mony of four witnesses, Web Smith, 
Johu Mitchell, 
Frank Beneditto, 
Chas Kohler and Henry Laharge, a 
verdict was brougth in that deceased 
came to his death by accidentally 
tailing off the skip. 
The funeral took place ou Sunday, 
many of the miners with whom the 
deceased had worked followed the 
sad cortege to the cemetery.

For a Reservoir Site. 
Last week a surveyor was operating 
around Volcano, the object being to 
take measurements of altitude with 
the view of ascertaining the avail­ 
ability of the Volcano basin for a 
reservoir. 
That basin has always 
been looked upon as one of the best 
reservoir sites in tho county. 
With 
comparatively smail cost in building 
dam at the canyon where tbe water 
discharges into Sutter crook, a vast 
lake could be created, which in depth 
aud area would give an immense 
storage capacity. It is reported that 
there is a movement on foot in this 
direction, the project being to use 
the water for power and for domestic 
use for bay cities. 
By means ot 
tunneling, it is believed tbat tbe 
water could be conveyed to the power 
plant at Electra. Little is being said 
about this matter. Naturally such a 
scheme is kept quiet until the proper 
time has arrived tor publicity.

Death Accelerated by Overstudy. 
The demise of M. Frances Dooley, 
a bright miss of 14 years, which 
occurred iu Jone on Saturday last is 
a lamentable affair, attributable as 
it is trom the effects of overstudy.

It is not claimed that the mental 
strain incident to tho examination 
is entirely responsible for the fatal­ 
ity, at the same time there seems to 
be little doubt that the ordeal itself 
and the preparation therefor was one 
of the contributory causes of the 
young lady’s premature death.

it is drill 
men with hand or machine drills, 
also timber men, and machine tenders 
that are needed. One reason assign­ 
ed for this scarcity just now, is that 
many men rushed off to San Fran­ 
cisco, attracted by the high wages of 
84 per day offered for hod carriers 
and helpers. 
Men from the mines 
go there, but almost invariably they 
cannot stand such work more than a 
few days, ou account ot its laborious 
character, aud the blinding dust from 
the debris moving. 
The Central 
Eureka, South Eureka, Keystone, 
Wildman, Kennedy and others, could 
employ a uumber of good miners if 
they were obtainable. The famine of 
miners is a serious question with 
mother lode mines just non.

conditions.

made to the irrigation law allowing

to establish town-sites

The farmers 
who

rule careful,

perts sent into the field by the depart- 
ment, and slowly but surely the length 
of the staple and other desirable quali- 
ties in the new cotton have increased, 
till the department

This saves 
labor and 


the Investment of money In utensils. 
At the low price at which hand sepa- 
rators are sold, one willpay for itself 
time and again before It wears out, 
on the various Items of economy men- 
tioned above.

to the creamery 
every 
day to 


taking two cans of cream every other 
day, or three cans twice a week. 


The 
hand 
separator 
allows 
the 


dairyman 
to feed 
the skim milk to 


calves or pigs 
within a few minutes 


of the time itIs drawn from the udder 
and before the natural 
animal heat 


leaves 
it. 
This 
saves 
warming the 


milk and allows its use when itis per- 
fectly sweet and fresh. 


The hand separator 
saves 
hauling 


skim milk from the creamery 
to the 


farm, and it also saves the dairyman 
from the risk of getting milk from dis- 
eased cows to feed to his young stock. 
This Is not a great risk, to be sure, 
but it Is worth considering. 
Tuber- 


culous cows 
are frequently 
found In 


this country, 
and probably 
there 
is 


hardly a creamery 
among the patrons 


of 
which 
no 
cows 
suffering 
from 


this disease 
could be 
found. 
If the 


dairyman 
is sure 
of his own cows, 


the hand separator 
saves 
him from 


the risk of getting tuberculous milk 
from the mixture in the milk vat at 
the creamery, from which he gets his 
skim milk when he delivers the whole 
milk.
